Henry Wallace is presenting him- 


self to the country as a sort of spi- 
ritual reincarnation of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. But he cannot bring him- 
aelf to repudiate Communist sup- 
port, as the late President did. On 
this point, in tact, he slands in di- 


' reel opposition to Mr. Roosevelt's 
views. 


Mr. Wallace says he has seen no 


evidence to support the ' charge 
that Communists advocate the vio- 
lent overthrow of our government. 
In view of the Communist literature 
available and the past utterances 
of American Communists, it must 
be that Mr. Wallace chooses 
to 


shut his eyes to the evidence.

Washington, Feb. 7—(A3)—Senator 


Taft (R-Ohio) accused the Demo- 
cratic administration today of 
a 


deliberate attempt to keep prices 
nigh for political reasons. 


The idea, he said, is to "create 
an air of false prosperity" for the 
presidential election campaign. 


Taft told a reporter he can put 
no other interpretation on the ad- 
vance announcement of Secretary 
of Agriculture Anderson that 
the 


government plans soon to buy 50,- 
000 bushels of wheat. 


Anderson disclosed 
this 
at 
a 
news conference Thursday after 
corn and wheat had dropped the le- 
gal limit of 8 and 10 cents a bushel 
lor two days in a row. 


Usually the government's buying 


intentions are kept secret. 


The announcement by Anderson 
was followed by a brief 
rise in 


wheat.

closed with the legal limit drop for 
the third consecutive time.

Washington, Feb. 6 — (/P)—The 


government reported signs 
today 
that its campaign to cut 
spend- 


ing for scarce foods is off to a run- 
ning start. 


The 
Agriculture 
Department 


said a review of market trend since 
the first of the year shows wide- 
spread 
resistance by housewives 


to the high price of butter and 
choice meat cuts. 


Demand for meat in some areas, 
the report said, has turned "slug- 
gish." 
Consumers 
are 
showing 


more interest in cow and 
chuck 


beef, veal and larnb, less in steaks 
and roasts from top grade steers. 
In the dairy markets the 
de- 
mand for butter 
fell 
off 
more 


sharply than usual after the year- 
end 
holidays, 
the 
department 


found. It said high prices were a 
factor. 


Secretary Anderson said yester- 


day self-rationing of this kind is 
one way to put the brakes on infla- 
tion of food prices. 


"The high cost of living is so se- 


rious that we cannot afford to do 
nothing while waiting for legisla- 
tion to deal with the 
problem," 
Anderson declared. 


He spoke to a score of consumer, 


food industry and farm representa- 
tives who will advise the govern- 
ment on its nationwide voluntary 
self-rationing program. 


Anderson said consumers should 
be 
especially 
careful 
of 
their 


spending for meat because it 
is 


leading 
the 
forward march of 
prices.

Statistics show that one marriage 


out of three ends in divorce, and 
those who keep tab on the matter 
gloomily prophesy that soon half 
of the marriages will go on the 
rocks. And it makes one wonder 
why entering the holy estate has 
gotten to be such a risky adven- 
ture, for human nature hasn't chan- 
ged. Romance hasn't petered out. 
Youths and maidens still fall in 
love just 
as they have always 


done, and they still expect their 
weddings to have the fairy tale 
ending, "and so they were mar- 
ried and lived happily ever after- 
word."
